O  r  as  much  as  perfed  knowledge  in  any 
faculty  is  the  Mother  of  perfection  there¬ 
in^  vertue  worthy  commendations  of  all 
wife  men,  difeovering  the  Ignorant  j  for 
Ignorance  is  the  lhame,  dilgrace,  ando- 
verthrow  of  noble  Arts  and  Sciences  to  fuch  as  profefle 
them,  being  ignorant.  Example,  a  thing  much  to  be  la¬ 
mented  of  all  people,  becaufc  it  conccrneth  all,  to  be¬ 
hold  how  the  thrice  worthy  and  needfull  faculties  of 
Phyfick  and  Chirurgerie  are  abufed,  which  farre  exceed 
all  other  faculties.  Divine  precept  excepted ,  for  there 
is  as  much  difference  betweene  this  and  all  other  Fa¬ 
culties,  as  betweene  the  body  and  the  garment:  if  we 
cannot  forbeare  the  builders  of  houfes,  much  lefle  the 
Repayrcrs  of  our  fick,  fore,  and  decayed  bodies.If  we 
build  an  houfe,wc  feek  not  to  a  Taylor,  or  a  Weaver  to 
doit,buttooneskilfullin  that  Profdfion  :  if  fo,  why 
do  we  feck  to  the  Ignorant  for  health,  which  know  not 
what  Health  is,  nor  how  to  preferve  it ,  and  being  ab- 
fent,  know  not  which  way  to  help  it?but  we  fhould  not 
prize  our  health  at  fo  low  a  rate,  being  fo  precious  a

je  we  11 :  For  what  joy  have  they  in  this  life,  which  lye 
in  extreame  paines ,  mikrie,  and  torment  for  want  of 
health,  who  do  not  prize  health  before  wealth,but  now 
behold  the  intolerable  abule  with  an  inundant  deluge 
of  over-whelming  make-fhifts  or  fnoothing  fyco- 
phants,  fit  to  be  unmasked,  and  r.-prdTed ,  worthy  pu- 
nlifliment,  being  a  rabble  of  idle  dro  tns  /warming  in 
all  places  of  the  Kingdome ,  pradtifing  Phyfick  and 
Chy  mrgerie,  making  it  a  land uarie  ofidleneffeto  the 
difhonourof  God,  and  great  hurt  to  the  people,  decei¬ 
ving  the  vulgar  fort ;  they  being  unable  todhlinguifh 
the  learned  and  expert  from  the  ignorant  Impoftor, 
which  lyeth  lurking, watching  a  fit  opportunity  to  feaze 
on  fome  prey  to  maintaine  a  wicked  and  idle  life :  and 
not  onely  thofe  male-kinde,  of  caterpillars,  but  alfo  we 
have  now  a  hugelwarmeof  petticoat  Phyfidans  and 
Chyrurgians,  being  tailing  goifips,  who  being  frequent 
among  ficke  folks,  and  hearing  the  advice  andcounfeli 
of  the  learned  and  expert  Phyfitian  preferibing  many 
fit  things  to  his  Patient, as  diet,  and  alfo  the  making  of 
julips,  barley-water,  broths,  jellies,  almund-milk,  cul. 
laces,  and  divers  things  neceffarie  for  to  comfort  the 
ficke  Patient.  Hereupon  thefc  audacious  goffips  will 
give  fyrups,  fenag  Rubarb,  CafIia,Manna,  Aloes,  &c. 
and  not  onely  clyflers,  but  alfo  ftrong  purges,  and  vo¬ 
mits,  and  thofe  no  more  fit  for  the  difeafe,  but  by 
chance,than  its  poffible  fora  Shoe-maker  to  make  fhoes 
fit  for  every  mans  foot  upon  one  Laft :  Ifthefe  learned 
faculties  were  foeafily  attained,  as  thefeidle  wretches 
account  them,  furdythey  may  well  know,  that  men 
would  never  be  flow  fo  long  tune  and  great  charges  in 
ftudie,  and  learning  to  attaine  the  deepe  knowledge 

herein, 


nerein,which  they  do  for  Gods  glory,  and  their  Coun¬ 
tries  good.  How  then  dare  this  godkffe  crue,  offer  to 

*  minilier  medicines  from  fo  {lender  a  ground-worked 
fomeofthcfeget  medicines  by  relation  of  others  ,  or 
by  reading  many  medicines  in  books  which  pleafc 
their  palates  ;  having  ro  ground  to  (hew  why  this  or 
that  medicine  is  fit,  but  i  imagination  onely, able  to  yceld 
no  reafon  how  or  why  it  fhould  do  good?  I  grieve  {9 
thinketbat  people  {houid  be  fofottifh.  to  negle&the 
counfell  and  good  advice  of  the  wife,  learned,  expert, 
and  skilfull  Artifts  (that  have  fearehed  out  the  very  fe~ 
crets  of  nature,  to  do  good)  to  hearken  to  the  fubtle  fy~ 
rene-fongsof  Sycophants,  whofeeyesareasfharpeas 
Lynx,  who  is  faid  to  fee  an  hundred  miles:  (o  are  many 
of  thefe  as  {harp  fet  for  gaines,  andfome  forapplaufe: 
how  unworthy  foever,  thefe  wretches  fwarme  in  every 
Towne  and  Village,and  hereby  they  leave  the  counfcll 
of  the  learned  and  expert,  to  follow  and  aske  counfell 
of  an  Affe,  which  know  not  with  what, nor  how  to  per- 
formeany  cure,  but  by  great  chance,  as  theblindeman 

jk  fliotthe  Crow;  but  if  it  happen  a  cure  to  be  performed 
under  their  hands  that  brings  no  fmall  applaufe  of  the 
vulgar,  what  a  miracle  there  is  done,  truly  I  am  alfo  of 
that  minde,  indeed,  that  it  is  a  miracle  th.it  it  had  that 
fucceffe,  they  being  fo  unable  to  yeeld  any  reafon  how 
it  came  fo  to  paffe,  which  the  learned  and  expert  Artift 
can  do:  alfo  thefe  idle  rabble  will  warrant  to  cure  any 
thing  they  undertake  to  fingerraoney  be  it  never  fo  un- 
poflible  to  be  done :  it  is  the  office  of  God ,  and  not  of 
man  to  warrant  any ,  but  its  very  frequent  with  thefe

Idlers, thofe  charitable  and  well-difpofed  pcople,which 
in  the  abfence  of  the  learned  or  expert  Phyfitian  or 
Chirurgion  ,  do  give  fome  comfortable  things,  whofe 
vertues^or  helps  they  know  by  experience  to  do  good 
in  the  like  cafe ,  to  comfort  a  friend  or  a  neighbour  till 
better  help  may  be  had,  or  in  charitie  to  help  the  poore 
that  have  not  wherewith  to  pay  for  their  cure ,  leaving 
all  other  to  the  learned  and  expert  in  thofe  worthy  fa¬ 
culties  ,  who  know  beft  how  to  deale  with  them 
rightly :  and  commonly  thele  charitable  people  have 
this  care,  if  they  fee  their  medicines  prevaile  not,  they 
advife  them  that  be  able  fpeedily  to  fecke  better  hclpe, 
knowing  that  delay es  breed  danger.  But  the  above-faid 
wicked  crue  will  never  give  them  over  lo  long  as  they 
can  finger  any  undeferved  reward ,  holding  them  on 
with  falfe  promifes  for  money,  and  then  leave  them 
miferably  to  their  fortunes  when  their  money  is  gone: 
or  left  uncurable ,  which  peradventure  alone  might  at  , 
the  firft,or  by  the  skilfull  Artift  have  beene  prevented, 
athingfooner  to  be  lamented  then  redrrifed.  Alio  I 
know  many  of  thofe  well-difpofed  charitable  people 
above-faid  chiefly  in  Chirurgerie  (wherein  the  eye 
muft  diredt  the  hand;  do  performe  many  very  defpe- 
rate  and  dangerous  cures  by  their  experience ,  when 
many  that  make  great  fhew  with  their  painted  fheath 
cotne  {hoi  t  in  their  performance.that  fnould  {hew  hetter 
fiuits:  the  caulc  1  know  not,wncther  negledf,  ignorance 
or  arrogancy  fhorte  Gods  bldfing,not  taking  him  along  - 
with  them.  God  bids  hs  begin  with  him  firft,  and  then

what  he  hath  promifed  tofuch,  I  need  not  to  relate 
Scripture  faith,  God  hideth  things  from  the  wife  and 
prudent,  &  opencth  them  to  babes  &  fucklings:  I  accufc 
none, but  let  us  all  examine  our  felves  fully,  and  in  what 
we  finde  our  felves  defective,  firft  feek  to  God  for  his 
grace  and  afliftance,and  then  carefully  with  full  refolu- 
tion,  and  diligence  in  our  felves, feek  to  amend  what  we 
finde  amille  in  us,  that  God  may  blelfe  our  endeavours, 
to  his  owne  glory,  the  patients  good,and  our  comforts. 
And  thus  praying  to  God  that  the  well-doers  may  be 
protected,  and  that  rabble  of  idle  Sycophants  and  Im- 
poftorsmay  be  abolilhed,to  Gods  glory,and  my  Coun¬ 
tries  good,  I  do  here  abruptly  ceafe.
